Ben W. Hooper, who succeeded him as 
Tennessee's chief executive, to give his 
endorsement to a nation-wide program 
that would have for its aim the entire 
elimination of the saloon.

Hodges 
Mann of Virginia and former Governor 
J. Frank Hanly of Indiana. 


Mr. Patterson's Address. 


Former Governor Patterson of Ten-

delegates.

settlement of a disagreement between 
these two trades that hae caused trouble- 
all over the country. 


There still is no" sign of the threat- 


ened revolt against the Clamors r^imo 
and the policies pursued by it. Alf the 
subjects treated in the legislative coun- 
cil report and all the resolutions hand 
d in by delegates'arc in the hands of 
committees appointed by Rompers. It is 
known that no action will be taken on 
this matter of certain pending strikes 
where there is hope of a settlement and 
where radical action by the convention 
might complicate the. situation.

Cleveland, 0., Nov. 12.—As today pro- 


gressed prospect* for a speedy resump- 
tion of normal street car traffic were 
brighter. The railroads, already rising 
above the effects of the blizzard, were 
again operating on what amounted to 
schedule time except in one or two in- 
stances, and on these roads the de!a,y 
was-only slight. 


Bright, sunshiny weather prevailed, 


and the slightly 
rising temperature 


pointed to a thaw of the sort that would 
assist the work of restoration. In the 
city Detroit avenue line, one of the great 
traffic arteries of the city, and a few 
cross-town lines were still out of com- 
mission. Hundreds of laborers were at 
work clearing the tracks, however, and 
their reopening was only a, matter of 
hours.

"The ambassadorship to Russia is va- 


cant and the president has for some 
time been desirous of tilling it by an 
appointment which would be entirely, 
worthy of the solemnity and importance 
of the post. Knowing Mr. I'intMl per- 
sonally, his character, his ability to 
fulfill the duties of the placo, he offered 
him the appointment. Mr. Pindell did 
not seek the appointment. 
It, was ten- 


dered him without any solicitation on 
his part, not only, but 
without any 


knowledge or anticipation on his part 
that it would be offered to him. In 
response to the offer he frankly stated 
that he would be glad to si-rve the ad- 
ministration in any way in which the 
president thought he could serve it suc- 
cessfully, but that 'he did not feel that 


e could conscientiously obligate himself 
o serve the full ordinary term of a 
oreign appointment because he did not 
eel that he could leave his business so 
ong. The president asked him to ac- 
:ept it for as long a time as he could 
stay, and he consented. 


"This is n. full statement of a rnat- 


.er which has been prossly misrepresent- 
ed.

Stokes and who says she bought it in 
good faith from a Maiden Lane jeweler. 
Ludwig Nissen, an importer, avers that 
the pearl is one which was stolen from 
him in 1807 and on the trail of which 
detectives have been at work ever since. 


The importer asserts that he submit- 


ted the pearl to a prospective purchaser 
and that while it was being returned it 
fell into the possession of J. Edward 
Boeck, who fled to San Francisco with 
jewels valued at many thousand dollars 
belonging to other "New York firms. 
Bocck has just completed a seven years 
term in Sing Sing prison for the thefts. 
In his confession he told of giving the 
pink pearl to a. woman, who disposed of 
it to a San Francisco dealer. Detectives 
declare they traced it to the Jlaiden 
Lane house, from which Mrs. Vatable 
bought it.
